The sales tax affected rich and | 
poor, high and low. The chief bene- 
ficiary of that 1,500,000 gift will ix 
the workman with a large family, f-: 
the tax applied to all the things 
bought for his family. The man with 
a small family did not have to pay 
s0 much because he bought fewer com- 
modities | 

The minister of finance, however, | 
appears to have grievously disappoint- | 
ed the manufacturers and purveyors 
of liquors and tobaccos, which are not | 
necessities of life. The brewers, dis- | 
tillers and tobacco manufacturers and 
the importers of these commodities | 
looked hopefully to the Dunning | 
budget for a reduction in the excise 
duties. It was known beforehand that 
Mr. Dunning intended to reduce the} 
sales tax and there was much pres- | 
sure brought to bear to reduce the 
excise duties 

In high expectation that this would 
be done, the manufacture and impor- | 
tation of these commodities was re-% 
strictedby those interested. The 
budget came down and it was found 
that.they»were out of luck, and im- 
mediately they had to speed up the] 
restricted production to catch up the | 
demand, which was normal. The re- 
sult has been that tn the first quarter 
of the present fiscal year the national 
revenue department has collected not | 
only the normal amount of excise | 
duties, hut half a million more, |

On the 
platform with the Prime Minister will be Hon, Charles 
Stewart, minister of the interior and former premier of 
Alberta, and the Calgary Liberal nominees, together 
with other noted speakers, and the whole program will 
be sent out over a Dominion-wide radio broadcast. 

Reports from Calgary are that the rally will be the 
biggest political gathering in the history of that city, and 
in addition to the thousands who are expected to 
crowd the meeting place, hundreds of thousands of lis- 
teners-in all over the Dominion will be hearing the Prime 
Ministey in his first campaign speech in Alberta at this 
election.

They should never be eaten when 
they are unripe or over-ripe, as they 
may produce symptoms akin to colic 
They are best when the flavor is 
most fully developed. The house- 
wife should use the greatest care to 
select the ones which have a good 
ripe odor and are not bruised. Much 
of the pleasure of eating the musk- 
meion is due to the delicate musk- 
like aroma which is whiffed up the 
nose. For this reason, the melon 
with the best odcr usually has the 
best flavor 

They are best chilled by placing 
in the refrigerator. If cracked ice 
is used to chill them, it should not 
be placed inside the melon, but the 
melon should be packed inside the 
ice, and opened and cleaned when 
ready to serve. This method pre- 
serves the delicate natural taste 
and is not diluted with ice water. 
‘To make the cut cantaloupe stand 
on a plate, a slice may be cut from 
the bottom. making it flat.
